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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Attorney of record, Thomas Corrado, Reg. # 42439, held an in 
person interview with Primary Examiner Harish Dass and I on 20 March 2008 at 10AM. The following summary of 
events took place: 

A. Examiner Fields maintains that Claims 1 and 45 will be in compliance w/U.S.C. 101 upon removal of the 
dependency on Claims 89 and 90. 

B. Examiner Fields maintains that the Applicant will either amend or cancel Claims 89-94 to better reflect a computer 
readable media, not a carrier signal as presently recited. 

C. Examiner Fields maintains, as reflected by the Mr. Corrado, that there has been no motivation shown for the present 
U.S.C. 103 rejections.
